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PREFACE 


The dairy plants listed in this publication are inspected periodically by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture (USDA). USDA has two types of dairy plant 
approvals. Those operations denoted with "P" codes (packaging and processing) 
have only partial approval, and the resulting products may not be officially 
graded. (See page 7 for further details.) All other product codes--B, C, D, 
M, S, and W--denote products that are eligible for official grading service. 
Plant approval for grading service does not constitute an endorsement of 
product quality; however, such assurance could be achieved by official grading 
to meet a U.S. grade standard or a quality specification of the buyer or 
seller. 


Plant approval is determined by unannounced inspections, conducted at least 
twice yearly and covering more than 100 items, including milk supply, plant 
facilities, condition of equipment, sanitary practices, and processing 
procedures. The inspection criteria are outlined in "General Specifications 
for Dairy Plants Approved for-USDA Inspection and Grading Service" (7CFR 
58.101 to 58.938) administered by the Dairy Division of USDA's Agricultural 
Marketing Service (AMS). 


The USDA plant inspection program is widely used by the dairy industry. Plant 
managers recognize it as an important means for improving and maintaining a 
sound operation for producing dairy products that will meet specific grade or 
contract requirements and that have uniform quality essential for buyer and 
consumer approval and protection. Buyers also find this program a reliable 
guide to sources for dependable dairy products. 


The Dairy Grading Section of the AMS Dairy Division also provides service 
under its resident grading and quality control service. Plants using this 
service are shown in this publication with an asterisk. This full-time 
program offers on-the-spot official grading of the plant's manufactured 
products, laboratory testing and quality control, and plant inspection 
services. The resident program also makes available to the plant manager the 
technical know-how and experience of the Dairy Grading Section's supervisory 
staff, including chemists and bacteriologists, for help in solving product 
quality problems. 


Plant Inspection services and the Resident Grading and Quality Control Program 
are available on a voluntary basis, and fees are charged to cover costs. 
Managers of dairy plants or other interested persons may obtain information 
about these services by contacting the nearest regional office of the Dairy 
Grading Section. (See directory of offices on page 36.) 


Plants listed in this publication are identified by State-assigned code 
numbers (where available) in accordance with the national uniform coding 
system known as FIPS (Federal Information Processing Standards). Each State 
has been assigned a two-digit number, which appears in this publication 
following the name of the State. The State-assigned plant numbers identifying 
the plant precede the plant name. 


This publication is revised every 3 months to reflect changes in plant 
approval and to include new plants. 


USDA inspection and grading services are performed under the "Regulations 
Governing the Inspection and Grading Services of Manufactured or Processed 
Dairy Products," 7CFR 58.1 to 58.63. 
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Codes shown below denote products that are eligible for USDA grading or 


inspection service at USDA-approved dairy plants listed in this publication.

If official inspection or grading service will be required on a "P" code 
product, contact the USDA regional supervisor before the product is 
manufactured. Arrangements are needed for assurance that dairy ingredients 
were made by a USDA-approved plant. 


The USDA salmonella surveillance program is not applicable to dry products 
made by approved "P" code packaging and processing operations. Since the prod- 
ucts are not eligible for official inspection or grading service (unless 
special arrangements are made), there is no USDA monitoring of the plants' 
performances in controlling salmonella.

Notice to Dairy Manufacturing Plant Operators 


The purpose of this notice is to inform you that the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture is changing the container selection procedures used when official 
grading is requested on butter, cheese, and nonfat dry milk (NDM). 


At the present time, the applicant is responsible for selecting and tempering 
representative containers of bulk butter and cheese which are sampled by USDA 
when official grading is performed. The USDA grader then personally selects 
additional containers equal to 20 percent of those selected by the applicant 
and compares the weight and grade of the product in these containers with the 
weight and grade of the product selected by the applicant. Im the case of 
NDM, the containers are selected by the USDA grader and the additional 20 
percent of containers is not required. 


In the future, butter, cheese, and NDM containers must be numbered serially 
(that is, consecutive numbering) in the order of production in addition to the 
manufacturer's lot number (churning, vat, or lot) and other required 

markings. When grading of butter or cheese is requested, USDA will specify by 
serial number, using a random number procedure, which containers the plant 
must select and temper (45° to 55°F). At the time of grading, the 

additional 20 percent of containers will be selected by the USDA grader, again 
using a random number procedure. Butter samples used to test for butterfat 
content will be taken entirely from these additional containers. When grading 
of NDM is requested, sample containers will be identified by serial number by 
the USDA grader using a random number procedure. 


Serial numbers shall be printed, stamped, or stenciled (no pencil, pen, or 
crayon markings). In the case of butter or cheese, the numbers should be 
applied near the churn or vat number but not on the same line unless clearly 
marked as a box number. 


Examples: 


1) *Churning 121B

The serial number on NDM may be placed anywhere on the bag in order to 
facilitate finding the bags on the stacked pallets from which samples are to 
be drawn. 


Plants using official grading service are urged to begin applying serial 
container numbers as soon as possible. Such coding is to be in use by July l, 
1984. Plants which do not routinely use the official grading service are 
encouraged to also adopt the system as an in-plant quality control measure. 
Such container markings are very useful in segregating an "off-spec" product 
in case of manufacturing difficulties. 
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The first container produced on each churning, vat, or lot (5,000 1b. 
maximum) should be marked No. 1 and the serial numbering procedure should be 
repeated on each new churning, vat, or lot. Do not code an entire day's 
production with one sequence of numbers. In the case of butter produced by a 
continuous churn, it is understood that the first "start-up" production may 
have erratic composition until the operation is correctly adjusted and 
stabilized. Such product, which will be excluded from the product to be 
graded, need not be numbered. The same. principle applies for the first 
production from a drying system, which is retained for other disposition. 





It is also recognized that certain containers or portions of a manufacturer's 
lot may be excluded due to damage in the warehouse or because plant laboratory 
tests revealed "off-spec" quality. In such instances, it will not be 
necessary to renumber the remaining containers. We will ask, however, that 
you indicate on the manifest presented to the grader the serial numbers of 
containers which have been withdrawn from the carlot. 


It is suggested that the marking device be capable of easy re-setting to 

No. 1, and that additional numbers and/or parts be obtained to allow quick 
repair in case of breakdowns. Some coders will print two lines and therefore 
could apply both a churn number and a serial number. Information about serial 
numbering devices is available from the industry institutes (ABI, NCI, ADMI). 


USDA will implement sampling changes first on bulk butter, cheese, and NDM 
intended for sale to the U.S. Government. Similar changes will then be made 
on print butter, process American cheese, and packaged NDM which are presented 
to USDA for end-product inspection. If you have operations in these 
categories, you should plan to institute serial numbering of the containers. 


USDA instructions for inspectors and graders regarding sample selection 
procedures will be revised while the dairy industry is gearing up to provide 
the serial numbers on containers. As in the past, the instructions will be 
available upon request from our personnel. 


The change in the sample selection procedures is one of several changes being 
implemented by the Dairy Division to strengthen its inspection and grading 
program. These changes are included in a 14-point plan that was developed 
recently by the Agricultural Marketing Service. Copies of the plan are 
available from Dairy Division personnel.
